Having asked my 
opinion, 
some 
time ago, on the water question, I 
herewith give you my reflections. 
I have wondered since why more 
people have not had the courage of 
expressing their honest opinion 
in 
your valuable paper; if they did, it 
might prove to be as good or better 
than some form of government 
by 
commission. 
Now to the point: My recollection 
of our first water or pumping sta­ 
tion is that the same was built for 
fire protection and for those of the 
public that could find use for same. 
It was not so very long after 
the 
same was built that it proved in­ 
adequate for the demands made up­ 
on it. 
Now If it had been an individual 
enterprise or stock company, I doubt 
very much whether they would have 
done what we did. tear down the old 
(not so old, either) and build the 
structure we now have. 
I believe 
they would have found ways 
and 
means to add to the supply as the 
demand grew, and I think the same 
can be done now'. 
The mortar w'as hardly dry on this 
new building when a murmur went 
out that we should and must have 
pure water. 
That is Romp time ago. 
The city has spent a nice little sum 
already on the question and 
they 
have not come to any definite con­ 
clusion vet. 
Now I would 
suggest that 
the 
strong advocates of pure water band 
themselves together, start a 
stock 
company and furnish pure water. 
If 
the need is so urgent it must prove 


a good investment, in fact it might 
prove a relief for the city at 
the 
same time. 
I believe the sentiment of a great 
majority of our people is in favor of 
reducing our indebtedness, and our 
city fathers could have the gratitude 
of that majority by making stren­ 
uous efforts along such line in place 
of seeking new avenues to increase 
the same.

of 
greater depth only to be maintained 
later at an enormous expense. 
“ ‘Even a depth of nine feet is 
much greater than many of the na­ 
vigable European streams, on which 
millions and 
millions of 
tons of 
freight are carried every sear. 
‘Th© Rhine, with an 
average 
depth of six feet, is burdened every 
year with over 20.000,000 tons of 
freight. 
On the Elbe, with an av­ 
erage depth of four and a half feet, 
last year’s traffic 
was 
8,500,000 
tons. 
The Volga in Russia, with an 
average depth of eight feet, served 
for th© transportation of 14,000,- 
000 tons last year. 
“ ‘The people of France, Russia, 
Austria. Germany and 
other coun­ 
tries are making excellent use of 
their rivers, while 
most of them 
might be called shallow', as compar­ 
er with many of the rivers in the 
United States. 
“ ‘The average depth of the Mis­ 
sissippi from St. Louis to New Or­ 
leans is about nine feet, and the 
average depth of 
its entire 2.500 
miles is six feet, a much greater 
average than that 
of the leading 
streams in Europe.* 
“Mr. Kustermann then proceeded 
to explain how the shoal draught 
boats of Europe 
operated. 
There 
Is no attempt there to combine pas­ 
senger and freight 
traffic, as is 
done on the Mississippi in the old- 
style combination ships, which pos 
seas ‘neither the 
desired carrying 
capacity for freight nor the neces­ 
sary comfort for 
passengers,’ and 
the overtowering 
decks of which 
prevent lading except by the expen­ 
sive system of rolling or carrying 
the freight over a gangplank. 
Tow­ 
ed barges which can be loaded by 
swift hoisting 
machines 
are the 
standard means 
of transportation 
on these European 
rivers. 
These 
range from 1,000-ton barges on the 
Belgian waterways to 3,o00-ton car­ 
riers on the Rhine, and all are con­ 
structed with ample hatches open 
to the sky. 
The towboats are eith­ 
er stern or side wheelers. 
“ By use of these shoal draught 
barges and modern electric loading 
apparatus Mr. Kustermann express­ 
ed the opinion that freight could be 
most economically carried on our 
rivers. 
As ah Illustration of what 
has already been done he asserted 
that coal is being 
shipped from 
Pittsburg to New Orleans via the 
Ohio and Mississippi 
in barges of 
eight feet draught at a cost of .376 
of a cent per ton mile.’

W hatever plans wre may 
have for the protection of labor I 
do not know th at it is necessary to 
publish or proclaim. 
“ The forces arraigned against la­ 
bor meet In secret and plan their 
schemes. 
They take 
neither the 
public nor labor in their confidence. 
We will do the best we can to pro­ 
tect the rights and interests of the 
working 
people. 
Everything 
was 
done th at could be done with hon­ 
or to avoid the strike in Philadel­ 
phia. 
“ Ever since the 
strike 
of last 
June of the street railway men in 
Philadelphia which was adjusted by 
agreem ent the company 
has been 
engaged in nullifying the result of 
the strike and the agreem ent mad< 
with the organization. 
Strike Was Anticipated 
“ Knowing the 
negotiations and 
conferences were taking place be­ 
tween representatives of 
company 
and the union employes I was in­ 
formed th at the tactics which the 
company was pursuing would prob­ 
ably reach a stage where negotia­ 
tions w'ould be broken off. 
I then 
tendered the good offices of the Am­ 
erican Federation of Labor and my­ 
self to help in adjusting the differ­ 
ences.

Mr. DeGroff 
is the possessor 
of a four dollar 
bill issued by the C ontinental con­ 
gress in 1776, a few days after the 
signing of the D eclaration of Inde­ 
pendence, and eight 
years before 
the United States issued currency 
of its own. 
The bill is about th ree by four 
inches in dim ension and is crudely 
printed on rough 
paper. 
On the 
face It bears the seal of the Con 
tinental congress w ith the inscrip­ 
tion “This hill entitles the bearer 
to receive four Spanish Milled Dol­ 
lars, or the value thereof in gold 
or silver, according to a resolution 
of congress passed at Philadelphia 
July 22, 
1776.” 
The 
signatures 
and num ber which 
w ere inserted 
w ith pen are illegible on account 
of age. 
On the reverse side of the bill is 
the inscription “ Four 
Silver Dol­ 
lars,” the nam e “ The 
C ontinental 
Congress” and the p rin ter’s trade 
m ark with the inscription “ P rin t­ 
ed by H elt and Settler, in Philadel­ 
phia. 1776.” 
The bill is supposed to be one of 
the first pieces of currency issued 
In this country after 
the colonies 
threw off th eir allegiance to Eng­ 
land. 
There are only four speci- 
m ents of th e bill knowm to be in 
existence. 
This one has been an 
heirloom in the De Groff fam ily for 
m any generations. 
It 
is enclosed 
between two sheets of mica in a 
m etal fram e, w here it has reposed 
for alm ost a hundred years.
